NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—In sen- 
sational contract bridge play, Mr.

The 
third session of the test of rival 
systems ended @arly today, with 
Lenz and Jacoby plus 1815 in con- 
trast to 2075 at the start of the 
session. 

At one time during play lasting 
more than six hours the Lenz-Ja- 
coby lead was only 415. The Cul- 
bertsons’ minus might have gone 
above 3000 but for a brainy in- 
formatory double by Mrs. Cuilbert- 
gon on the last hand of the ses- 


Six rubbers were played, each 
side winning three and making the 
rubbers of the series stand: Lenz 
and Jacoby 10, Culbertsons 6. Lenz 
thought the Culbertsons had much 
the better cards in the third ses- 
sion. Their aces and kings totaled 
55 to 49 for the official team. 
Lenz was free in his criticism of 
Culbertson for slow playing. 

A Lot of Bluff Bidding. 

The Culbertsons were more en- 
thusiastic than ever over their sys- 
tem with specific examples, among 
them a hand in which Lenz essayed 
a four-heart contract, was doubled 
and Jacoby redoubled. The con- 
tract was set three, the Culbert- 
sons gaining 800 points. It was 
the seventy-sixth hand. of the se- 
ries and the first hand of rubber 
No. 13. Temporarily they cut 
their deficit to the lowest since the 
first rubber ended, 415. Lenz re- 
bid his hearts without an assist 
from his partner, and then Jacoby 
raised the contract to four. He 
expressed his opinion quite sharp- 
ly about the rebid and insisted his 
redouble was justified.

PLAN TO ABANDON 
100,000 LOOMS MADE 
TO EASE DEPRESSION 


British Employers and Work- 
men Suggest Way to Revive 
Textile Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANCHESTER, England, Dec. 
11.—A proposal to dismantle or 
immobilize 10,000,000 spindles and 
100,000 looms as a means of re- 
storing prosperity to the Britis» 
textile industry will be made to the 
trade immediately. 


The proposal was adopted last 
night by a joint committee of em- 
ployers and workers. It will be 
submitted to every branch of the 
trade, from raw-to finished goods. 

The Government also will be re- 
quested to introduce a bill in Par- 
liament to empower a special board 
of trustees to carry out the plan 
which, it is estimated, will cost 
more than £2,500,000 (about $6.- 
165,000). 

This sum, according to the plan, 
would be raised by a loan. Many 
of the plants that would be af- 


tion have been closed intermittent- 
ly for years. The removal of these, 
the joint committee decided, is 
necessary for the health of the in- 
dustry in general. 

A complete canvass is to te 
made, including all outside inter- 
ests concerned, 

The British textile industry has 
been hard hit by the combination 
of the general world economic sit- 
uation and the boycott by the na- 
tionalists in India against British 
cloth. 


FIRST APPEAL OF SESSION 
FOR BEER, MADE IN HOUSE 


Congressman Hull, Republican, 
Illinois, Argues in Debate for 
4 Per Cent Brew.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The 
first appeal for beer of the session 
was made to the House today dur- 
ing debate on the President’s mes- 
sages. 
Representative Hull, an Illinois 
Republican, urged the enactment 
of his bill for 3.2 per cent beer by 
weight, which is equal to 4 per 
cent by volume. He would require 
its production from American farm 
products and argued it was not in- 
toxicating in fact. 
“The brewing of beer which is 
non-intoxicating will bring about 
the future sale of 120,000,000 bush- 
els of barley a year.” Hull sdid. 
“Take that off the market and. in 
my judgment, you will advance the 
average price of all grains 15 cents 
a bushel. . 
“It is my contention that if you 
will enact into law this bill, the 
march toward practical temperance 
will go on and the people of the 
United States will be satisfied with 
a clean malt beverage instead of 
poisonous bootieg liquors of all de- 
scriptions.” 
Hull said a tax of $5 a barrel 
would produce $330,000,000 annu- 
ally toward reducing the deficit.

PRUE. KANE WEEPS 
UN STAND, SHOUTS 
DENIAL AT JUDGE 


Rushes to Bench From Wit- 
ness Chair When Asked if 
He Cursed Wife as Her 
Relatives Allege. 


INSISTS HE TRIED 
TO SAVE HER LIFE 


Asserts He Aided Her at 
Once When She Fell in 
Water and He ‘Drove 
Like Devil’ to Hospital.

HAMPTON, Va., Dec. 11.—Prof. 
Elisha Kent Kane, losing his usual 
composure, testified: today with 
tears in his eyes that he loved and 
made a heroic effort to save his 
wife, Jenny Graham Kane, whom 
he is charged with drowning. 

Then, leaping from the witness 
stand, he rushed to the bench and 
shouted to Judge C. Vernon Sprag- 
ley a vehement deniel of allega- 
tions of profanity made against him 
by his wife's relatives and which 
Judge Spratiey had ordered stricken 
from court records in the murder 
triake. Court attaches grasped his 
arms and ied him back. 

“Jenny shouted, “Watch me’ and 
slipped sideways from the rocks,” 
he said in describing the drowning 
at Grand View Lighthouse. “I 
shouted to her to lie on her back. 
I saw her go down, twice, I think, 
got to her and found her sub- 
merged.” 

He said he swam to shallow wa- 
ter, staggered through, holding her 
in his arms and screaming, then 
“drove like a devil” to a hospital. 

He had just finished this de- 
scription when he was asked if he 
had ever cursed his wife, as al- 
leged by relatives of his wife. Kane 
then jumped from the stand and 
rushed to the Judge’s bench. His 
face flushed and he was led back to 
the stand, where he said his broth- 
er-in-law had “hated” him  be- 
cause of -long standing difficulties 
between them. 

Tells of Meeting Wife. 

Prof. Kane began his statement 
with a brief resume of his life up 
to his meeting with his future 
wife while he was an instructor 
and she a pupil at Roanoke Col- 


lege, Salem, Va. He said he 
taught at Miami, Fia., and Au- 
gusta, Ga., Roanoke College and 


the Universities of North Carolina 
and Tennessee. 
Prof. Kane ‘talked easily 
kept his eyes on the jury. 
“I came to Norfolk on Sept. 9% 
this year from Fort Bragg and 
called my wife and asked her to 
meet me for dinner at Virginia 
Beach,” he said. 
“Jenny had learned to float 
beautifully and swim a little on 
her back and side. But she was 
afraid of the water and kept her 
head too high. I tried to teach her 
to get rid of this fear by diving. 
This went on at Virginia Beach. 
She was nervous when the people 
were around and we went down 
the beach. She would hold her 
nose, squat down and throw her- 
self in the water.” 

Visited Beach Next Day. 
He said the next day he took 
his wife to Grand View Beach, 
where they had been in swimming 
50 times in the last few years. 
“We left the lighthouse about 1 
o’clock and went to the Magnolia 
Tree Inn,” he said. “I gave Jenny 
$40 to get her mother a new dress 
and hat.” 
He-said they were joined later 
wy her mother and had dinner at 
O14 Point Comfort. He said he 
then went to visit a Hampton at- 
torney and friend.

METROPOLITAN OPERA 
SOPRANO DISAPPEARS 


Notes Indicate Santo Biondo 
May Have Killed Self— 
Stock Market Loser.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 11. 


—Three convicts who escaped from 
the Leavenworth Federal prison 
and barricaded themselves in the 
E. C, Salsbury farm house, west of 
here, were killed this afternoon. 

Previously three other. convicts, 
who had escaped with them by 
kidnaping Warden Thomas  B. 
White, who was wounded in lib- 
erating himself, had been captured 
in a fight. 

The slain three were reported to 
have killed themselves to avoid 
capture as a posse rained shots and 


tear bombs into the place of 
refuge. 

Salsbury, owner of the farm, was 
held captive by the convicts for 
about an hour before they were 
killed. He was reported to have 
been sent from the house to parley 
with the posse, numbering about 
500, before death ended the resist- 
ance of the desperadoes. 

Bullet Holes in Handkerchief. 
The aged farmer, past 70, said 
the three convicts who barricaded 
themselves in the house with him, 
were dead but he did not know if 
they died from bullets of the posse 
or killed themselves. 

Salsbury said at one time he 
pulled out his handkerchief to wipe 
his face and two bullets passed 
through it. 

Possemen said a barrage of tear 
gas bombs silenced the fire of the 
barricaded convicts. They rushed 
in to the farm house to discover 
that the three men had been killed 
by gunfire. They were unable to 
determine immediately whether 
they had committed suicide when 
threatened by gas or had been 
killed by the posse’s fire. 

Emerson Salisbury remained in 
his home with the besieged prison- 
ers during the fighting and escaped 
injury. 

An unidentified member of the 
posse was wounded in the fight at 
the Salsbury farm. ; 
An ambulance brought twe 
wounded guards from the fight. 


The three prisoners captured 
were reported to be George Curtis, 
Stanley Brown and Tom Under- 
wood, serving long terms for post- 
office or mail robberies. 

One Convict Wounded. 
Posses caught up with the fugi- 
tives, who had split into two 
groups. a few hours after White 
was shot. : 
James Galvin, assistant deputy 
warden, was wounded in the shoul- 
der during the fight with the three 
prisoners captured. Irwin Mooney 
a prison guard, suffered minor 
wounds in the exchange of shots.

No 
trace of her could be found there. 
Mme. Biondo was last seen late 
Wednesday night when she walked 
out of her apartment hotel with 
several letters in hand. She was 
under a three-year contract with 
the Metropolitan company and had 
appeared in several roles, including 
that of Nedda, in “Pagliacci,” and 
Musetta in “La Boheme.” 

Mario Biondo, a brother, said she 
had been depressed over losses on 
the stock market. She was also 
upset by the recent iNness of her 
father. 

The husband, Salvatore Muzzu- 
loo, a tailor, is on his way here 
from his home in New Haven. 
Police were looking for an at- 
torney who, they said, had won 
and lost large sums in the mar- 
ket for Mme. Biondo. They said 
that the attorney had frequently 
asked her to marry him, although 
she was married. 

They said they also had infor- 
mation that the young singer wed 
$10,000 to two persons and had 
other debts totaling about $9000.

EYE-WITNESSES TELL 
HOW WARDEN WAS SHOT 


Youths, Whose Car Was Seized 
by Escaping Convicts, Fired 
On as They Filed. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec. 11. 
—Three youths whose automobile 
was commandeered by three es- 
caped convicts, related today how 
Warden T. B. White of the Fed- 
eral penitentiary was wounded as 
he attempted to overpower one of 
his armed captors. 

The young men, Carl Laufer, 2 
years old; Lyle Hart, 193, and Jz k 
Galvin, 17, said the convicts sprang 
at them from the roadside with 
leveled weapons as they approached 
the Bell school house, eight miles 
west Of Leavenworth. 

“Don’t cross them, they are des- 
perate, boys,” the warden shouted 
in warning. 

The next moment, the witnesses 
said, the warden, a former Texas 
ranger, broke the grip of a convict 
who was holding him and grappled 
with another, armed with a shot- 
gun. In the struggle, Warden 
White was wounded. 

He fell, bleeding profusely. The 
youths said the prisoners then told 
them, “Get out of there,” and en- 
tered their automobile. 

Two automobile salesmen dreve 
up, the three witnesses said, and 
were permitted to take the warden 
to Leavenworth. The prisoners then 
ordered the young men to go. 

As they fled across a corn field, 
the prisoners fired at them, the 
shots kicking up the dirt about 
their feet. 

About this time Deputy Sheriff 
James Ervine approached in an 
automobile and opened fire on the 
convicts with a submachine gun. 

One of them, who had seated 
himself in the car’s rumble seat, 
sank down.

4 MEN EXECUTED 
IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 
AT CHESTER PRISON 


Three Negroes, Two From 
East St. Louis, and One 
White Slayer Go to Death 
Calmly. 


By the Associated Press. 
‘ CHESTER, IIL, Dec. 11.—While 
searchlights played across. the 
prison walls four men were exe- 
cuted in the eiectric chair here 
early today. The electrocutions, 
which started shortly after 1:30 
o’clock, required less than one hour 
to complete. 

The condemned men, three of 
them Negroes, were composed to 
the end. 

Hazel Johnson, 23-year-old Deca- 
tur Negro, was the first to go to 
the chair and was pronounced dead 
by Dr. John <A. Larsen. at 1:43 
am. His last words to peniten- 
tiary officials were: “You all cer- 
tainly have been good to me. All 
my friends, good-by.” Johnson re- 
ceived the death sentence for the 
slaying of William Keller, Wabash 
Railway patroiman, on Jan. 23. 
Henry Pannier, 57, the only white 
man executed, was sentenced for 
the murder of his benefactors, Mr. 
and Mrs. Herman Schuline, on their 
farm near Evansville, Ill He went 
to the chair at 1:50 a. m. and was 
pronounced dead at 1:53 a. m. The 
Schulines had fed, clothed and sup- 
plied Pannier with living quarters, 
rent free, for several years. He had 
no last-minute statement to make. 
Willie Green, 31, of East St. 
Louis, died at 2:06 a. m. for the 
murder of Max Newmark, East St.

YOUTH’S SENTENCE REDUCED

Joseph Rooney at First Gets 10- 
Year Term, but Later It Is 
Fixed at Five. 

Joseph Rooney, 19 years old, and 
Vernon Strahan, 22, pleaded guilty 
of robbery with a deadly weapon 
in Circuit Judge Beck’s Court to- 
day and received five-year. sen- 
tences, Rooney to serve in the 
Boonville Reformatory and _  Stra- 
han, charged as a habitual crim- 
inal, in the State penitentiary. They 
were charged with holding up a 
policy game Oct. 3, robbing the 

proprietor of $75. 

Rooney appeared in court earlier 
in the day and, on his plea, re- 
ceived a 10-year, sentence. Strahan, 
at his own request, came into court 
with Rooney and assumed all the 
blame for the robbery. An hour 
later Strahan came in again and 
entered his plea. At this. time 
Judge Beck reduced Rooney's sen- 
tence to five years. 

Strahan told the Court he had 
invited Rooney to go with him to a 
Place in the 2700 block of Market 


Louis grocer, in a holdup last Jan- 
uary. 

James Jackson, 31, also of East 
St. Louis, died at 2:15 a. m. for the 
murder of his wife, Alberta Jack- 
son, at the home of a neighbor in 
East St. Louis on April 5. He re- 
ceived permission to sing a hymn 
’before he entered the death cham- 
ber. 

The only body claimed was that 
of Jackson’s. The others will be 
buried.in the prison cemetery.

TAMPA, Fia., Dec. 11. — The 
Florida Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, for

Prefers Study of Sugar Chem- 
istry to Possibility of Be- 
coming King.

BATON ROUGE, Ila., Dec. 11.— 
Prince Abdul Ghandi Khan had 


rather be a sugar chemist than 
King of Afghanistan. In that way, 
he says, he can be of more service 
to his native land, and that’s why 
he’s a freshman at Louisiana State 
University this year. 

Prince of Asia to some fellow 
students and simply “Abbie to 
others, the young Oriental consid- 
ers himself just another student 
trying to learn what the university 
has to teach about sugar engineer- 
ing. 

Abdul came 4o the United States 
this year, after two years’ study in 
England with a private tutor to 
delve into the science of sugar pro- 
duction, which is stressed at Louis- 
iana State University, and also as 
he puts it, “to study American 
ideals, standards and home life.” 
Since coming to Baton Rouge he 
has hardly made his presence 
known, devoting himself quietly te 
his studies. He rooms in a student 
apartment house near the univer- 
sity. 

Abdul doesn’t regret the distance 
that lies between him and his Af- 
ghanistan home. He says his 
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The colonial press expresses 
alarm at increasing arrogance of 
the Africans and dwindling pres- 
tige of whites. The story is spread 
that the white men are to leave 
the colony and that the adminis- 
tration will then be taken over by 
American Negroes. ; 
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memory of his native country is 
too mixed with turbulent internal 
politics in which his father, Abdul 
Chaffar Khan, figured as @ pro- 
tem monarch to make him wish te 
return in any way except as the 
humblest private citizen. 

The young student telis of his 
father’s election to the throne of 
Afghanistan only to be deposed by 
the English because of what his 
son terms ‘seditious utterances” 
against, and in controversy with 
the British crown following the 
close of the World War. 

These controversies finally ma- 
terialized, Abdul explains, in 6 
popular uprising among the Af« 
ghans in favor of his father, which 
ended in the latter’s imprisonment 
by the British. On his release Ab- 
dul Chaffar Khan left the country, 
and is now living at Peshawar, 
India.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The a 
Government yesterday asked the i 
Supreme Court to “upset the lower ah 
court decision under which Armour iF iti 
& Co. and Swift & Co. were per~ ) 
mitted to modify the consent de- i 
cree Of 1920 limiting their activ~- 
tties to the meat and packing bus!l- 
ness. 

The appeal of the Department of 
Justice from the ruling of the 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court protested vigorously against 
the modification. It contended that 
since the decree had been entered 
by the cansent of the packers and 
the Government, it could not be 
modified in any essential feature 
without the consent of all parties. , | 

Under the modification. to which 
the National Wholesale Grocers’ ) 
Association and the American 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association also 
objected, the packers were permit- 
ted to carry on business unrelated 
to the meat packing industry and 
to use their distributing facilities. 

The packers failed to get permis- 
sion to engage in the retail meat 
business. 

The Government and the gto- 
cers’ associations asserted there 
had been no changes in conditions 
so far as the power of the packers 
to monopolize interstate commerce 
was concerned to warrant modifi- 
cation of the decree. It denied 
there had been such an increase in 
motor transportation as to take 
from the packers their advantage 
by the ownership of refrigerator 
tars. 


FULL POWER FOR DOMINIONS 
APPROVED BY KING GEORGE 


He Gives Royal Assent to Statute 
of Westminster Bill, Years 
in the Making. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—King George 
today gave his assent to the Statute 
of Westminster bill which creates 
a status of equality between Great 
Britain and her dominions, giving 
the later full power to enact legis- 
lation independent of the Govern- 
ment at London. 

The royal assent makes the 
measure a part of the law of the 
land. It previously was adopted 
| by both Houses of Parliament. 

The King also assented to the 
horticultural products biH which 
establishes customs duties on im- 
ports of such produce as may com- 
pete in the domestic markets of 
Great Britain with home-grown 
commodities. ‘ 

The Statute of Westminster, em- 
powering the British dominions to 
conduct their own internal and 
xtra territorial affairs without 
reference to the policies of the 
United Kingdom, was years in the 
making and in effect it repeals the 
Colonial Laws Validity Act of 1865, 
leaving the dominions free to de- 
termine for themselves whether 
they will accept legislation passed 
by the British Parliament. 

It applies fully to the Irish Frees 
State but there are certain reser- 
vations with regard to India during 
the so-called transition period be« 
fore India receives full dominion 
status.

And their opposition to any change 
in the present debt structure was 
not lessened by the fact that the 
President’s proposal was based, as 
he said, on the hard realities of 
the European situation. 

As - See It. 

The line that these Congressmen 
take is that the United States has 
already been sufficiently generous 
to its debtors abroad; that any fur- 
ther concession would be in the 
interest primarily of the interna- 
tional bankers, and that any for- 
giving of debts at the present time 
ought to begin at home. 

There is no doubt that Congress, 
in its own time, will ratify the one- 
year moratorium ending next June 
30, and the fact that it will not 
act by Dee. 15, when certain of the 
war debt payments are due, will 
make no practical difference in 
the present set-up. Ratification or 
no ratification, none of the for- 
eign Governments will pay any- 
thing on Dec. 15. 

The President’s language in 
dealing with possible further ad- 
justments was extremely cautious. 
He did not commit himself to any- 
thing.

Senator Borah at 
once went into action with a vig- 
orous statement against the re-es- 
tablishment of the Debt Commis- 
sion, and his lead was followed by 
a considerable number of both 
Democrats and Republicans.

The action, which was followed 
immediately by preparations for 
forming a new Cabinet, was 
thought to have introduced a pos- 
sibility that Japan might suspend 
the gold standard and place an em- 
bargo on gold. 

Three possible developments 
were outlined. They included the 
formation of a coalition Cabinet 
with portfolios distributed among 
members of both the Minseito 
(Government) party and the Selyu- 
kai (opposition) party, a complete 
Seiyukai ministry or a new Cab- 
inet under Premier Wakatsuki

treatment for Germany in the mat- 
ter of reparations, Chancellor 
Bruening declares, would remove 
at one stroke world fear of the 
“Hitler menace.” 

The Chancellor made this state- 
ment to a group of 150 newspaper 
correspondents yesterday at the 
first formal press conference he 
has held since taking over the 
Foreign Affairs portfolio. He ea- 
pounded his political tenets ‘thus: 
“If foreign countries are worried 
over the growth of Naziism ({Hit- 
lerism), let them remember that 
world events and the political ecx- 
igencies ig@posed on Germany are 
50 per cent responsible for it. 

“I am firmly convinced that if 
the world estimates the danger of 
national socialism to be so extra- 
ordinarily high, it could at one 
blow remove this danger by help- 
ing Germany in a manner .-orre- 
sponding to the principle of hu- 
maneness.” 

He implied that Germany would 
make every effort to rid itself of 
the reparations burden entirely, 
contending that the world would be 
helped thereby as much as Ger- 
many. 

“I desire,” he said, “to under- 
score my radio remarks about na- 
tional] socialism and especially my 
references to legality. The ‘7ov- 
ernment is determined to use the 
authority given it in the Consti- 
tution in case illegality should be 
embarked upon. 

“The Government has the reins 
in hand. I speak not only for my- 
self but also for the Reichsminister 
of Interior and Defense.” 
Discussing the emergency. decree 
issued Tuesday evening, Dr. Brue- 
ning said that if world depression 
and disorganization continue other 
nations will follow in’ Germany's 
footsteps. 

\ Nation Must Rely on Self. 
The German nation, he said, is 
forced to rely on itself entirely. 
This means the greatest sacrifices 
upon the whole people, the Chan- 
cellor declared, but he was confi- 
dent they would bear the burden. 


Dr. Carl Goerdeler, the “price 


dictator,” started his operations at 
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the Reich’s food ministry. All pro- 


vincial- authorities have been in-/| 
structed to obey his orders. 
Power has been given him to fix 
or alter the prices of necessaries, 
to examine tradesmen’s books and, 
at a moments notice, to close 
business houses of those who in- 
fringe his regulations. Heavy fines 
or imprisonment are provided, with 


only one appeal to the Reich's 
economy tribunal, whose decision 
is final. 


Hitler Replies to Chancellor. 

Adolf Hitler established himself 
at the Kaiserhof Hotel and went to | 
work today on an 8000-word open | 
letter to the Chancellor. It will be| 
a reply to Bruening’s recent radio 
address. 

The Nazi leaders make no secret 
of their bitterness over the Chan- 
cellor’s vigorous language. They 
say they expected Bruening to be 
retained as Foreign Minister after 
Hitler came into power, but now 
the breach between them is too 
great. 

Hitler remains confident that his 
day is not far off. 


BROADCAST TEST IN SENATE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Radio 
engineers experimented in the Sen- 
ate today to test the practicability 
of broadcasting debate.

Referring to the drop in the 
value of the British pound as a re- 
sult of Great Britain’s termporary 
suspension of the gold standard, 
Pittman said:

The Jews’ Plight in Poland. 

To tbe Editor of the Post-Dispaich: 
OR the last 17 years the Jewish 
F population in Poland has been 
wretched. A generation has died in 
hunger and another generation has been 
born to hunger. The Jews coustitute 
about 10 per cent of the total population 
of Poland. Jewish casualties in the 
Polish army by far exceeded their pro- 
portion. And now, this is the reward: 
pogroms, economic boycotts and depri- 

vation of virtually every human right. 

At this writing, some of the universi- 
ties in Poland are still closed. Univer- 
‘sities, one might think, would discour- 
age the spirit of violence and assault. 
But these are European universities. 
There the students are the self-appoint- 
ed leaders of tomorrow. And so, as in 
Berlin recently, drunk with their own 
sense of importance, they run through- 
out the halls of the universities, attack- 
ing their Jewish colleagues, in the hope 
that from the university the struggie will 
spread to the streets, trusting that the 
angent spirit of anti-Semitism, dormant 
in’ the land of the “schliarchta,” will 
bring the mob to the support of the 
students. 

The United States Government, under 
the leadership and broad vision of the 
late President Wilson, was chiefly in- 
strumental in the liberation of Poland 
and in guaranteeing minority rights to 
the peoples that dwelt within its con- 
fines. Thus, world Jewry, and with it 
the liberally-minded people at large, had 
hoped that, having suffered so keenly, 
Poland would sympathize with other 
subject peoples. But, alas, how deeply 
are we stirred by the recent outbursts 
in. various cities in Poland. 

The loud indignation is voiced not 
only against the student body hoodlums 
who perpetrated the pogroms, organ- 
ized the gangs, assaulted Jews at (th 


doors of synagogues, universities and 


homes, tied women and children to talls | 


of animals and dragged them on the 
streets: but also against the present Pol- 
“ish Government that made no attempt 
to check the excesses and bloody atroci- 
ties and failed to deal with those re- 
sponsible for these iniquities as any civi- 
lized government wouid. 
What is more disheartening is to note 
the purposeful violation of the Treaty of 
Versailles and indulgence in meédieval- 
ism in the eyes of the whole civilized 
world. Neither has Poland sensed the 
moral preesure of the worid, which looks 
upon pogroms in Poland with even great- 
er abhorrence than upon those that uséd 
to defame imperial Russia. When one 
sees the thousands of youth flaunting 
their green ribbons as a symbo! of their 
sympathy with the agitation against the 
Jews; when one hears their venomous 
attacks upon the Jews; when one ob- 


serves their shameless betrayal of every | 


ethical and humane standard, one shud- 
ders with horror to think that these are 
the people who will one day stand at 
the helm of Poland’s destinies. One is 
filled with unutterable dread when he 
realizes that in the near future these 
people will constitute the spiritual and 
eultural elite of Poland, in whose hands 
will repose the fate of Jewish life.

SAVE SMALL BUSINESS. 

The present agitation for the repeal of the anti- 
trust laws suggests a question vital to millions of 
Americans. What is the future of independent busi- 
ness? The Sherman and Clayton acts have as their 
underlying philosophy the idea that the existence of 
competing business units is a good thing. This was 
not a new theory, born of congressional debate, but 
one that had its roots deep in Anglo-Saxon thought. 
Such a belief in competition does not bind one to all 
the dogmas of Adam Smith and the Manchester 
school. Labor legislation, social insurance and Gov- 
ernment regulation of business practices are rules 
of the game necessary under modern conditions. The 
Government is the referee, but the game is still 
slayed by the contestants. 2 

Few persons will claim that our anti-trust la 
have been highly successful in operation. They have 
been weakened by doubtful judicial decisions, by in- 
ertia and even opposition on the part of the executive 
branch of the Government. In many fields, monopoly: 
bas developed apace, and the independents that sur- 
vive operate at the sufferance of the combinations. 
Efficient independents have often had to face local 
price cutting from powerful rivals, and small busi- 
nesses in general have been discouraged by the 
threats of their financially powerful competitors. 

Is all American business to le concentrated into a 
few monopolies, dominated in large part from the 
great financial centers, @r is there still a place for 
independent business? Those who view this ten- 
dency toward monopoly with complacency fall into two 
main groups. The spokesmen of big business would 
hare us believe that monopoly is inevitable, and that 
we would be unwise to stop it, even were we able. 
Their solution is to accept monopoly, repeal the anti- 
trust laws and let business regulate itself. They pic 
ture an industrial paradise, but one in which the 
consumer or the business man who refused to obey 
the dictates of the mighty, would be denied a piace. 

The Socialists likewise welcome this growth of mo 
nopoly, as the fulfillment of their dreams and prophe 
cies. It is, as they see it, part of a natural economic 
evolution, that will have its climax in Government 
ownership and management of all industry. 

If the American public were forced to choose be 
tween an industrial feudalism and Socialism, it 
probably would take the second as the lesser of the 
evils. We do not believe, however, that these@re the 
only alternatives. When we consider the ruthless 
tactics by which the earlier trusts exterminated their 
smaller rivals, and the subtler forms of discrimina- 
tion used in recent years, we may ask just how 
“natural” this development has been. When we see 
the clumsiness with which Government counsel has 
handied many anti-trust cases, and the frequent guile 
lessness of Judges in accepting the arguments of mo- 
nopoly counsel, we may well question whether it has 
all been “inevitable.” 

We recognize that business must be carried on in 
larger units than in the dars of our fathers. But it 
does not follow that the largest unit is the most effi- 
‘cient, and that in each field one giant must swallow 
| its competitors. Small business must not be driven 
‘out simply because it is small. The maintenance and 
,enforcement of our anti-trust laws, and a recogni- 
|tion by the Federal Trade Commission of its responsi- 
bilities for the preservation of fair competitive prac- 
tices, are the need of today. Instead of weakly ac- 
‘cepting monopoly, let us give independent business a 
‘fair chance.

FREEING OF ST. CHARLES BRIDGE. 


Today, for the first time in more than a quarter 
of a century, it is possible to cross the Missouri River 
at St. Charles without paying tribute at a toll gate. 
Throughgthe initiative of a citizens’ committee, head- 
ed by Probate Judge Hodgdon of St. Louis County, 
the bridge has been purchased from its private own- 
ers for $1,250,000 turned over to the State. If 
it had not been for this committee, motorists probe- 
bly should have gone on indefinitely paying out mon- 
ey to get from one link of St. Charles road to an- 
other. . 

There is an obvious lesson in the freeing of the St. 
Charles bridge, namely, that it is against sound pub 
lic policy to permit private ownership of bridges on 
public roads. There is far less justification for it 
than there was for the old toll highways, for the 
‘bridge owners depend for the success of their enter- 
prises on the investment of public money in highways. 
The St. Charles bridge, of course, was built before the 
automobile revolutionized transportation and was a 
financial flop for many years. Its owners are, there- 
fore, not in the same category with most modern 
bridge promoters. 

Bridge promotion, in recent years, with some nota- 
ble exceptions, has been marked by an orgy of fran- 
chise hawking, bond and stock manipulation and 
other vicious practices. It is ‘one of the few happy 
results of the depression that the business is now at 
ebb-tide. It should never be permitted to assume its | 
former vigor. and the way to prevent that is for the 
public to build its own bridges on its own roads.

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Public Works and Prosperity

Non-productive public works are better for country now than commercial building, of 


no goods for sale; best source of funds for this is tax on incomes that would go for 


industrial expansion; such construction is not a panacea, but it 


is good medicine

prosperity exists in this country only 

when construction work is in progress on 
@ large scale. There is every reason. ac- 
cordingly. to examine the obstacles that are 
biocking construction at the present time. 
with a view to the discovery of a way out. 

Private building for commercial and in- 
dustrial purposes is at a low ebb, largely 
because investors realize that there is little 
real need of new plant. The country gen- 
eraliy is pretty well over-built in most lines 
at the present time. If work is to start on 
a sufficient scale to bring on prosperity. it 
evident that public agencies must be 
upon to start it Two obstacles stand 
way. 


[> ts becoming increasingly evident that 


> first obstacle is our moral objection 
to “unproductive” expenditure. It is our 
habit to distinguish between those public 
services which pay their way and those 
which are a drain on the treasury. A mu- 
nicitpal water system may show a profit. 
while a park system shows only expenses. 
Although the distinction is merely 4 mat- 
ter of bookKeeping,. since the citizens pay 
for both, it creates the illusion that the free 
services are useless luxuries. This illusion 
is a holdover from pioneer days. when a 
rapid increase of industrial equipment was 
the chief need of the country. In those days, 
SaVing Was a civic virtue, and money spent 
for pleasure was a ioss to the growth of 
the nation. 

At present, however. our industry is over- 
developed, and it is not productive capacity 
we lack, but markets. This reversal of the 
economic background will naturallv brine 
a reversal ef Our moral judgment in regard 
to thrift, and the sooner we compete that 
readjustment, the less we shall have to suf- 
fer. It is no longer proper to speak of a 
Park system as “unproductive” or to sniff 
contemptuousiy at “made” work. The ef- 
fect on land. values which follows the estab- 
lishment of parks, churches, libraries. etc., 
Is an indication that the word “unproduc- 
tive” is a misnomer. Such institutions pro- 
duce cultural values, and, speaking purely 
from the economic point of view. the eul- 
tural values of the community are the 
feundation of business. The absolute neces- 
Sities of food and shelter are a very small 
fraction of American industry. Business 
depends on a high standard of living: beau- 
ty is of fundamental economic importance. 

Not only is a park truly productive if it 
produces health and pleasure fer the citi- 
zens and increased land values for the tax- 
payers. It needs also to be realized that a 
factory is non-productive if it preduces only 
bankruptcy for its owner and unemploy- 
ment for its workers, throwing them ‘upon 
the taxpayers for support. It is, there- 
fore, not only justifiable to spend large 
sums on parks and museums; it is espe- 
cially desirable to draw money away from 
investment in new enterprises that will pro- 
duce unemployment. 

As nearly every industry in the country 
iS now over-equipped, it is obvious that a)- 
most any new factory or mine serves no 
other purpose than to add to everhead and 
bring eg depression. For this reason, it is 
coming to be realized that it is not alone 


necessary to expand public construction to 
offset the temporary shortage of industrial 
building. It is also desirabic—essential, in 
fact—that for some years to come the 
growth of cultural plant should absorb cap- 


ital enowgh to prevent the further over- 
building of industrial plant. Construction 
we must have, Dut more competition ve 
must avoid. 


It follows. that “what the countn 


is the construction of plants to produce cul- 
tural advance. but not to produce zcoods 
for sale. That sort of construction is pub- 
lic and semi-public: the more of it, the 


more prosperous we shall be. The 
kind of construction is the over-building of 
industrial and commercial plant: the less 
we have of that. the longer our prosperity 
will last. This is a long way from Ben- 
jamin Franklin. We have come a iong way. 

The second obstacle to the massive in- 
crease of public work is the tax problem. 
Obviously, if the money expended on parks 
i@ taken out of the buying power of the 
taxpayers, it helps, business with ene hand 
while hurting it with the other. It is mere- 
ly bailing the ocean across the boat. Sales 
taxes, taxes on estate Improvements 
and corporation income taxes gre passed on 
to the consumer and come out of buying 
power. Feeding them back inte buying 
power through public works is only a par- 
tal remedy for the harm done to. business 
by their collection. ; *

The legitimate source of funds for a large 
building program is the great mass of cap- 
ital which normally would be used in pro-

moting industrial over-expansion. This 
capital is tapped by the upper brackets of 
the rmecome and inheritance taxes. These 


taxes, as Mr. Metion says, discourage enter- 
prise, that is. competition, and too much 
competition ts what ails American business. 
It is therefore apparent that national and 
State governinenta, which have the power 
to ievy income and inheritance taxes. should 
be the chief agents in raising funds for a 
public works program. 

It is necessary to look at public work in 
its true perspective. Construction in all its 
forms is one ofthe most powerful causes 
of prosperity During the upswing of the 
business cycle. new building is active. and 
furnishes a market for industry of all sorts. 
At the peak, the newly built industrial 
plants come into action to intensify compe- 
tition, increase overhead and destroy prof- 
its. Lusiness is poisoned by the effécts of 
over-building. and collapse ensues. Public 
Duliding, on the other hand, has the same 
nourishing effect on Dusiness while it is in 
process, without any toxic action after it is 
done. To transfer capital from industrial 
construction to public works is therefore to 
give business a valuable food tn place of an 
indigestible one. It is net a panacea for all 
our ills, but it is good medicine, and the 
more we can get of it the better, up to a 
limit which we are not likely to approach.

CHIEF DRY ENFORCER 
ADDRESSES WET GROUP 


Tells Crusaders They Are Mak- 
ing His Task More 
Difficult. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Amos 
W. W. Woodcock, Federal pro- 
bibition director, talked his joo 
ever with the Crusaders, most milli- 
tant of wet croups, last night and 
all had a thoroughly good time. 

Invited to speak by the anti-pro- 
hibitionists Woodcock accepted im- 
mediately, and told them that they 
were making his job more diffi- 
cult. They fired sharp questions 
at him and tried to get him into 
an admission that the eighteenth 
amendment could not be enforced. 
He smiled and kept out of all traps. 

The Crusaders cheered his state- 
ment that enforcement is more law- 
ful and gentlemanly than ever be- 
fore. 

Then one asked: “Is it more 
difficult for the average person to 
buy liquor now than three years 
ago?” 

The quantity consumed, he re- 
plied, is unknown, but he placed 
production now at 35 per cent of 
the pre-prohibition output. 

In a philosophical discussion, he 
attributed difficulty of enforcement 
to a poverty of real culture, He 
spoke of jazz and sensational plays.

GANDHI ADVISES LEAGUE 


Says Manchurian Crisis Shows 
That Body Lacks Neces- 
sary Sanctions.

GENEVA, Dec. 11—Mahatma 
Gandhi, in making a farewell ad- 
dress yesterday, said the League of 
Nations lacked the necessary sanc- 
tions to enforce its decisions as 
demonstrated by its efforts in the 
Manchurian controversy Speak- 
ing at a gathering organized by the 
Women’s Internationa] League for 
Peace and Freedom, he suggested 
the League adopt his methods of 
non-violence as a means of achiev- 
ing its aims. 

Switzerland should be brave 
‘enough to dispense with its army, 
he said, and thus give the world a 
real object lesson in disarmament. 
He cited the case of Belgium dur- 
ing the World War to show that no 
army could save a nation from in- 
vasion by stronger forces. 

When asked from the audience 
‘how workers could obtain justice 
‘without violence if capitalists re- 
sorted to force, he replied: 

“Tf only labor will recognize that 
lcapital is helpless without labor, 
agg wil] then come into its own. 

We have come under the hypnotic 
influence of capital and think of it 
as the only thing on earth. This 
is a fallacy. 
| “When capital wants labor to say 

'“Yes,” labor should roar ‘No,’ even 
‘though the workers should be 
‘obliged to bare their chests to bul- 
‘lets and breathe poison gas. In 
the words of the Bible: “You cannot: 
i'save yourself unless you are pre- 
‘pared to lose yourself.’”

FOR GUEST DINNERS 


Chocolate Souffle and Baked 
Alaska Are De- 
licious. 


For dessert when guests come, 
especially if they are young people, 
we suggest a chocolate souffle or 
baked Alaska, both of which may 
be successfully prepared by home 
cooks though the Alaska concoc- 
tion is considered rather difficult, 
and is seldom a home product. 

Careful attention to details when 
preparing it is all that is necessary 
to evolve a “dressy” last course 
which is sure to be popular with 
your friends. 

Chocolate Cream Souffle. 

Melt three squares unsweetened 
chocolate over hot water, add grad- 
ually two cups scalded milk, and 
then one-half cup sugar and one- 
quarter teaspoon salt. Continue 
stirring until chocolate is thor- 
oughly blended with the milk. Soak 
one tablespoon plain gflatine in 
one-quarter cup cold water for five 
minutos, stir into hot chocolate and 
when dissolved, remove from the 
fire. Cool, add one teaspoon va- 
nilla extract and let stand until 
beginning to thicken. 


Beat one cup heavy cream until 
thick. Fold this into thickened 
chocolate and beat with an egg 
beater until stiff enough to hold 
its shape. Place bowl of geltaine 
mixture in a pan of ice water or 
cracked ice to hasten the process. 
When stiff pile in individual serv- 
ing dishes and serve with plain 
whipped sweetened cream. 

Baked Alaska. 

Firm ice cream must be used; 
the layer of cake under the cream 
and the thick meringue covering 
it act as insulators and make it 
possible to brown the meringue in 
a warm oven without melting the 
cream. Make or buy a sponge cake 
about two inches thick. Place the 
cake on a bread board. Beat the 
whites of four eggs stiff enough to 
hold their shape and fold in*gradu- 
ally two-thirds cup powered sugar. 
Beat again for a minute or two. 

Place a quart brick of any pre- 


ferred ice cream on the cake which | 
should be large enough to extend | 
at least haif an inch on all sides 
around the cream. Cover the 
cream thickly and completely with 
the meringue. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven for 10 to 12 minutes un- 
til the meringue is faintly brown 
and is firm to the touch. Serve at 
once. 


BRAISED LIVER WITH 
MANY VEGETABLES | 


Buy two and one-half pounds | 
beef liver in one piece. Soak in | 
cold salted water for 30 minutes, | 
Sprinkle | 
with salt, pepper and two table- | 
spoons flour. Melt three _ table- | 
spoons bacon drippings in a frying | 
pan or wide saucepan. Brown the | 


liver quickly in the fat, then place | 


it in a baking dish. Mix together 
one-half cup sliced onions, one cup | 
diced carrots, one-half cup diced | 
turnips, one-half cup diced celery, | 
lone-fourth cup chopped parsley. | 
Spread around the liver, pour in| 
‘one cup tomato juice and drop in | 
two whole cloves. 

Cover closely and bake in a slow | 
oven for one hour. Remove cover, | 
cover liver with strips of thinly | 
sliced bacon and cook uncovered | 
for 30 minutes longer, increasing | 
loven heat to a moderate tempera- | 
ture. Lift meat to a hot platter, | 
surround with vegetables, and serve | 
with a gravy made by thickening | 
juice in the pan and diluting it | 
with a little water. 


APPLE PUDDING 
WITH HARD SAUCE 


One cup of flour, one-half cup of 
milk, one-half cup of sugar, one 
egg, two tablespoons of butter, one | 
teaspoon of baking powder. Beat 
well and pour over apples that have 
been sliced and placed in a well | 
buttered pudding dish. Bake in a '/| 
moderate oven until the apples are 
soft; test with a toothpick. Serve 
hot with hard sauce, made as fol- 
lows: 

Cream one-third cup of butter, 


gradually add one cup of powdered | 
sugar and two-thirds teaspoon of | 


ORANGE RICE CREAM 


One-half cup uncooked rice, one 
pint boiling water, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half pint whipping 
cream, one cup orange juice, three- 
fourths cup sugar, one tablespoor 
grated orange rind. 

Cook rice in boiling salted water 
until tender. Pour into a strainer 
and wash several times in cold wa- 
ter. Spread out on a cloth to drain. 
Sprinkle one teaspoon of the grat- 
ed rind over the rice. When cold

fold the rice inty the whipped 
cream and serve with sauce made 


by combining the orange juice, 
sugar and rind, which has been 
stirred until sugar is dissolved. 


PASTRY TUBES ARE AIDS 


A pastry bag with an assortment 
of tubes is a big help in dressinz 
up many everyday foods. For in- 
stance, egg yolk mixture may be 
pressed through a rose tube to 
decorate a vegetable salad. 

Whipped cream seasoned with 
pimento pulp pressed in a rosette 
tube adds much to the appearance 
of soup. Desserts may be ofrna- 
mented also. These tubes are not 
expensive and will be a joy in home 
cooking. 


Roast Guinea Hens. 

Clean a pair of guineas; rub well 
with salt and spread the backs and 
legs with butter creamed to a 
paste. Place in a covered roasting 
pan, breast down, and roast about 
60 minutes in a moderate oven. 
Add no water to the pan, but turn 
the fow!] after half an hour if nec- 
essary, and brush with butter.

One-half lb. spaghetti, one-quar- 
ter lb. mushrooms, one tablespoon 
butter, one tablespoon flour, one 
onion, chopped fine, one cup soup 
stock, one cup tomatoes, four 
chicken livers, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter teaspoon pepper. 

Cook spaghetti in boiling, salted 
water until tender; drain. Melt 
butter, add onion and peeled mush- 
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rooms, cook for five minutes with- 
out browning. Add flour, soup 
stock and tomatoes, cook for 15 
minutes, Add seasoning. Cut 
chicken livers, fry in tablespoon 
butter. Add sauce, pour over 
spaghetti, cook two minutes. This 
will serve four people. 


GLORIA CAKE ICING 


Combine three cups of sugar 
with two tablespoons light corn 
syrup and one and one-third cups 


boiling water. Place over slow 
flame and stir constantly until su- 
gar is dissolved and mixture boils. 
Continue cooking until a little of 
the syrup forms a soft ball when 
tested in cold water. 


Pour syrup in very thin stream 


over whites of four eggs beaten 
very stiff, beating all the tome.

Brush the rolls with milk 
before baking to make a soft crust, 
or with melted butter to make a 
crisp one.

Beat, 
then add one-half-cup shredded, 
drained pineapple and one-fourth- 
cup chopped walnuts. Refill po- 
taio shells. 

‘ Cut up one dozen marshmallows 
and cut in pieces. Place on top of 
potatoes. Reheat potatoes in hot 
oven until slightly browned on top. 


PRUNE BAVARIAN CREAM. 


1 level tablespoon gelatine. 

1% cup cold water. 

% cup hot milk. 

Few grains salt. 

2 tablespoonfuls sugar. 

1 cup prune pulp. 

1 tablespoonful lemon juice. 

1 cup cream or evaporated milk. 

Soak gelatine in cold water about 
five minutes and then dissolve in 
hot milk.

That an effort will be made 
to have a longer aad later shoot- 
ing season next year is a fore- 
sone conclusion.

How Caldwells Got $2 000,000 
In Cash From Missouri State Life 
In Handling Inter- Southern Deal 


Tennessee Firm Which Later Collapsed Dom1- 
nated Local Company’s Executive 
Board at the Time. 


Conflicting interests — policy 
holders, stockholders, protection of 
assets against inroads—were vari- 
ously championed in the bitter 
fight for control of the Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co, ended 
last week by compromise, in the 
course of which reference was 
made to some recent transactions 
known to have been subjected la- 
ter to official inquiry. 

The purchase by the Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. of a large 
block of securities early in 1939 
from Caldwell & Co., of Nashville, 
Tenn., which failed later that year, 
was the basis of considerable com- 
ment, 

Approximately $2,000,000 in cash 
paid by Missouri State Life for a 
part of the Caldwell block of se- 
curities was used to help consum- 
mate the sale by the Caldwells of 
about 118,000 shares of Missouri 
State stock to the Inter-Southern 
Life Insurance Co. of Louisville, 
Ky., it has been learned. 

Caldwell & Co. was to receive 
for each share of its Missouri State 
stock $43 in cash and 11% shares 
of Inter-Southern stock. =. 
Dorsey of Hammond, ind., and as- 
sociates who were backing Inter- 
Southern in this deal were working 
on a plan for expansion of Inter- 
Southern into a huge operating and 
holding company which would ulti- 


mately control several other large 
life insurance companies in addi-

tion to Missouri State. Presumably 
they had the financial support of 
certain New York and ChRago 
bankers to the extent of about $7,- 
000,000. But this presumed sup- 
port, it is said, failed to material- 
ize. 
Caldwell Co. Finds a Way. 

The Missouri State purchase to 
which Inter-Southern was commit- 
ted required about $5,000,000 in 
cash. Furthermore, Caldwell’s Mis- 
souri State stock was pledged with 
certain banks in St. Louis, Chicago 
and New York for loans of about 
$2,000,000. These loans had to be 
paid before Caldwell could deliver 
the Missouri State stock to Inter- 
Southern, but the Caldwell company 
did not have the necessary cash, nor 
was Inter-Southern Yeady to ad- 
vance this money. 

The Caldwell company, however, 
found a way to proceed with the 


deal. It accepted from Inter- 
Southern about $5,000,000 par 
Then 


value of stocks and bonds. 
James E. Caldwell, Rogers Caldweil 
and Hillsman Taylor, as the execu- 
tive committee of the Missouri 
State Life, agreed to purchase from 
Caldwell & Co., of which James E. 
and Rogers Caldwell were in con- 
trol, approximately $4,000,000 (par 
value) of these same securities. 

Carrying out this agreement, 
Missouri State, of which Hillsman 
Taylor was then and is now presi- 
dent, actually paid over about 
$2,000,000 in cesh which was used 
by the Caldwells to pay off the 
tank loans for which their Mis- 
souri State stock . was’ security. 
This enabled Caldwell & Co. to de- 
liver the stock unincumbered to 
Inter-Southern. 

Before the transaction for pur- 
chase of securities from Caldwell! 
& Co. could go further it was 
halted summarily by the board of 
directors of Missouri State. 


Since then the value of the se- 
curities acquired by Missouri State 
from Caldwell & Co. has been seri- 
ously questioned. The president of 
an insurance company concerned 
with this deal, other than the Mis- 
souri State, told the Post-Dispatch 
it was now evident that Caldwell 
& Co., then in serious financial] 
difficulties not generally known, 
was trying to liquidate through the 
insurance companies with which it 
was connected. 

Certain directors of Missouri 
State pointed out the impropriety 
of the action of the company’s ex- 
ecutive commitee dominated by 
the two Caldwells in approving 
security purchases from the invest- 
ment house owned by these same 
Caldwells. Hillsman Taylor has 
explained his action in joining with 
the Caldwelils in approval of the 
security deal on the grounds that 
for some time Missouri State had 
been buying securities from Cald- 
well & Co. and invariably had 
found them to be of the highest 
type, and further that James E. 
Caldwell had been made chairman 
of the board of Missouri State be- 
cause of his known financial ca- 
pacity and judgment. In this sit- 
uation, Taylor, a much younger 
man, deferred to the judgment of 
Caldwell. 

Taylor further justified his ac- 
tion on the basis of a repurchase 
agreement said to have been exe- 
cuted by Inter-Southern wherein 
the latter company undertook to 
buy back within certain time limits 
any of the securities which were 
being sold to Missouri State. There 
has been much controversy about 
this repurchase arrangement, but 
thus far the securities have not 
been taken back and the manage- 
ment of Missouri State is known 
to have considered filing suit to try 
to enforce the arrangement. 

At one time a_ syndicate con- 
trolled by the Caldwells had owned 
about 75 per cent of Missouri State 
stock and the Caldwells had insist- 
ed on moving the company from 
St. Louis to Nashville, their home. 
President Taylor held out against 
this proposal, and certain other 
proposals they made, and relations 
between himself and the Caldwells 
became somewhat strained. 

Considerable comment has been 
heard recently about a transaction 
in which Taylor acquired 24,000 
shares of Inter-Southern stock. 
This acquisition became known 
soon after the sale of Caldwell’s 
Missouri State stock to Inter-South- 
ern. Taylor has explained it to the 
Post-Dispatch as follows: 

Several years ago when Caldwell 
& Co. first began buying and sell- 
fing Missouri State stock, Taylor 
made a contract with the company 
te participate to the extent of 5 per 
cent in these transactions. Shortly 
afterward this arrangement was 
abandoned and in its place an op- 
tion was given Taylor to purchase 
3000 shares of Missouri State from 
Caldwell & Co. at $45 a share. Sub- 
sequently the stock went as high as 
$90 on the market, but Taylor did 
not exercise his option and it was 
still in force when Caldwell & Co. 
sold its Missouri State holdings to 
Inter-Southern at a price figured 
at about $72 a share. In this deal 
Caldwell & Co. received a large 
block of Inter-Southern stock, and 
in consideration of the cancellation 
of Taylor’s option turned over to 
him 24,000 shares -of the Inter- 
Southern stock. 

Says He Lost Heavily. 

This Inter-Southern stock of the 
Caldwell Co. was later sold by the 
receiver to the Security Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Chicago and at the sanfe 
time Taylor sold his stock to Se- 
curity for the same price that was 


paid Caldwell, $1.50 a share, a to- 
tal of $36,000. 
Taylor explained that the pro- 
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ceeds were applied on his debts, 
and added he had lost heavily on 
account of loans made for the 
benefit of the Caldwells. Taylor 
formerly lived in Tennessee and 
was associated with the Caldwells 
there and they were responsible for 
his association with Missouri State 
Life beginning in 1926. He became 
president of the company, with 
their support, in 1928. 

Taylor announced recently that, 
in view of the bitter fight made on 
him by the opposition group seek- 
ing control, he thought’ the 
best interest of the company 
would be served by his withdrawai 
as president and that therefore he 
would not be a candidate for re- 
election in January. 

Taylor’s Side of It. 

The most difficult phase of his 
administration, he told the Post- 
Dispatch, has been the dealing with 
large stockholders who sought to 
use the company for their per- 
sonal advantage. Acquiescence in 
some of these demands would have 
resulted in the withdrawal of op- 
position to him, he asserted, 

One phase of the company’s 
management to which the group 
opposing Taylor called attention 
was the fact that $1,400,000 of the 
company’s funds were deposited in 
closed banks. About $872,000 of 
this was in the Bank of Tennes- 
see, a Caldwell institution. This 
was secured by collateral, much of 
which was found to be of doubtful 
value, 

Legal Fees of $45,000 Reported. 

Another Missouri State transac- 
tion which was the subject of crit- 
ical comment by the interests op- 
posing the present management 
was the payment of legal fees to 
Charles M. Howell, Kansas ity 
lawyer. From a source close to 
the opposition leaders the Post- 
Dispatch was informed that within 
the last year these fees amounted to 
about $45,000. President Taylor 
admitted the approximate accuracy 
of the figure, but asserted the fees 
were earned in connection with the 
taking over of the International 
Life Insurance Co. business by 
Missouri State. 

“That was a big task,” Taylor 
said, “and was accomplished at 
relatively low cost. We did not 
arrange to pay Howell a definite 
fee, but agreed to pay him the 
reasonable value of his services. 
Payments were made to him from 
time to time.” 

Ostensibly heading the opposi- 
tion to Taylor and the St. Louisans 
seeking to continue the present 
board of directors in control, was 
Theobald Felss of Cincinnati, who 
owns about 5 per cent of the Mis- 
souri State stock, but there is no 
secret that the dominating influ- 
ence in the opposition was Machir 
J. Dorsey, president of the Key- 
stone Holding Co. and of the Se- 
curity Life Insurance Co. of Chi- 
cago. 

Security Life Deal. 

Security Life is now the control- 
ling owner of Inter-Southern Life 
and thus is directly in contro] of 
the large block of Missouri State 
stock owned by Inter-Southern, 
constituting 29% per cent of the 
total outstanding. 

How Security Life came to ac- 
quire control of Inter-Southern was 
explained to the Post-Dispatch by 
Cc. G. Arnett of Louisville, president 
of Inter-Southern. ‘Arnett said that 
after Inter-Southern was com- 
mitted to the purchase of Cald- 
well’s holdings of Missouri State, 
and for the consummation of which 
only about $2,000,000 was realized 
through the sale of stocks and 
bonds, through Caldwell to Mis- 
souri State, the expected banking 
aid from New York and Chicago 
was not forthcoming. It then be- 
came necessary for the Dorsey in- 
terests to raise money elsewhere. 
For this purpose a large part of the 
Inter-Southern stock was sold to 
Security Life, also a Dorsey com- 
pahy. 

Some details of this transaction 
are given in a report of an officiai 
examination of Security Life as of 
Dec. 31, 1930. It is stated in the 
report that Security Life pur- 
chased 1,461,333 shares of Inter- 
Southern stock at $1.50 a share. 
paying the money to Keystone 
Holding Co., the total considera- 
tion being $2,192,000. 

“In connection with this trans- 
action,” the report said, “Security 
has paid or agreed to pay commis- 
sions totaling $400,000, attorneys’ 
fees of $26,010 and traveling ex- 
penses of $7,244. In order to fi- 
nance this transaction the company 
sold mortgages at a loss of $27,270 
and stocks at a loss of $169,703.” 

According to the report, Security 
added the losses on securities sold. 
commissions and expenses to the 
book value of the Inter-Southern 
stock and carried it at $2,841,525. 

In this deal, the report Said, Se- 
curity agreed to pay a commission 
of $250,000 to Raymond Smith of 
Alfred M. Best & Co., and $50,000 
of thig was paid before Dec. 31 
1930. , 

Arnett, president of Inter-South- 
ern, told the Post-Dispatch that as 
soon as other financing is arranged 
by Dorsey, Inter-Southern will be 
divorced from Security Life. 

In the fight for control, E. D. 
Nims, chairman of the board, and 
F. O. Watts, president of the First 
National Bank of St. Louis, a di- 
rector, were aligned with President 
Taylor in trying to et a majority 
of the stock in a voting trust for 
& seven-year term, and Dorsey and 
Felss sought enough proxies to 
give them voting control. The com- 
promise provides for election of a 
board of directors the personnel of 
which, although not made public, 
has been accepted by both sides, 
and the subsequent election of a 
president who will be one of sev- 
eral men approved hy both groups. 

Missouri State is one of the larg- 
est life insurance companies in the 
Middle West. It occupies its own 
building at Fifteenth and Locust 
streets and has about 700 employes 
in the home office.

RAILROAD HEADS SMOOTHING

Credit Outline, Based on Extra 
Rate Income, Calls for 2-Year 
Help at 6 Per Cent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Rail- 
road executives met today to 
gmooth out the details of the plan 
by which $100,000,000 a year of| 


extra freight rates income is to be| 
lent to weak lines. 
The officials, members of the; 
American Association of Railway} 
Executives, were considering a 
formation of a credit company 
under Delaware laws to lend; 
money to roads unable to meet 
their fixed charges. To this pro- 
posed company would be paid the 
money collected by each line as 
surcharges on freight bifls. Un- 
loaned money would be returned 
to lines contributing to the fund. 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, in granting permission for 
the surcharge, suggested that the 
proceeds be pooled and given to 
needy roads to pay the interest 
on their bonds. The roads ob- 
jected to the gift plan, however, 
and the commission, finding it had 
no authority to enforce it without 
consent of the carriers, withdrew 
its original proposal and left the 
roads to work out a plan for use 
of the money to meeting the fixed 
charges of the poorer roads. 
The credit plan outlined by the 
roads call for two-year loans at 6 
per cent. The plan, studied by the 
advisory committee of the associa- 
tion this morning, was to go before 
the enire membership this after- 
noon. Their decision wil] be car- 
ried back to their boards of direc- 
tors and be acted on within 19 
days. The new rates are expected 
to be put into effect about Jan. 1.

A hard-working scientist, how- 
ever, has traced the development 
of smiles and other facial expres- 
sions of mankind from babyhood 
to old age. Moreover, he has 
traced the evolution of facial ex- 
pression, and of the facial muscles 
that make the expressions, in the 
mammals, including the primates, 
up to man. 

His studies have revealed the fac- 
tors which enable the human face, 
an@ no other, to express complex 
emotions. He gives a scientific ex- 
planation of the difference between 
a Chaplin and a ham actor. 

He finds that facial expression 
can be «Be perfected during a 
person's lifetime, and even if you 
are no actor, he suggests how you 
can achieve beauty of facial expres- 
sion. 

This scientist is Dr. Ernst Huber, 
associate professor of anatomy in 
the Johns Hopkins Universit’. He 
says at the bezinning of his newly 
published book (Johns Hopkins 
Press, Baltimore), which sums up 
his 28&-year-long researches, “The 
story of the evolrftion of the mus- 
cles of facial expression is the most 
fascinating story of which I know.” 

The smile, the frown, the dimple 
and other far more complex ex- 
pressions have evolved from a mere 


grimace, Dr. Huber found The 
muscies and nerve mechanism 
causing them.have evolved from 
one primitive muscle layer inner- 
lvated by one single nerve. the 
\facial nerve, still seen in lower 
verterbrates. 
- a . 
N the primitive mammals, this 
muscle starts in the neck and 


spreads up below the ear into 
the face, where it has become dif- 


ferentiated into a series of: facial 
'muscies. In man this differentia- 
| tion has gone much farther than 
iin the lower primates. Likewise, 
‘the facial nerve in man has 
| branched out enormously so ihat 
|it can direct the many muscles of 
the human face. 

Part of the facial expression de- 
pends on size and location of other 
muscies in your body. The actual 
structure of the muscles has a lot 
to do with their function as well. 

Muscies come in bundles which 
are held together by connective 
tissue called fascia. The. word is 
taken from the same old Latin 
word as the Italian Fascists have 
adopted for their name, but is pro- 
nounced as if the “sc” were “sh.” 

It originally referred to the bun- 
dies of elm or birch rods bound 
together and carried as symbois of 
power in ancient Rome. While 
Mussolini's Fascists have revived 
the word in its symbolic sense, the 
anatomists started using it long 
ago in its literal meaning, 

Muscles such as those of the 
arms and legs are solidly bound 
together into compact structures 
by the fascia. The facial muscles, 
however, are entirely lacking in 
fascia and instead of all contract- 
ing together, as your biceps does, 
small muscle portions or even sin- 
gle muscle bundies may contract 
independently. 

It is this type of muscle that en- 
ables you to wink one eye or lift 
one eyebrow or one corner of your 
mouth. Developed to its utmost, it 
is this type of muscle that is re- 
sponsible for the great play of ex- 
pression that you see on the face of 
a talented actor. 

If the fascia extended intd the 
face and spread veil-like over the 
delicate, thinly bundled mimetic 
musculature, it would, of course, 
make elaborate facial expression 
impossible, Dr. Huber points out. 

The mimetic muscles, by which 
facial expressions are made, lie di- 
rectly under and next to the freely 
movable skin. There the inserting

In those 
muscie bundles insert directly into 
the cutis (skin). muscle contraction 
brings forth, not wrinkles, but 
grooves, or dimples.” 

Pacial expression has evolved to- 
gether with the evolution of the 
facial muscles and with the elabo- 
ration of the nerves of the central 
nervous system, which direet facial 
muscles, Dr. ‘Huber found from his 
studies. 

The evolution of the facial mus- 
cles has gone in two directions, it 
appears. Not only has the struc- 
ture of the muscles undergone 
change as man developed from his 
original primitive state, but these 
musices have developed differently 
in different animals as regards 
function and have reached a high 
degree of specialization. 

Some mammals, such as insect- 
eating ones like the hedgehog and 
the shrew, which come very low in 
the evolutionary scale, have highly 
developed muscles about the muz- 
zie, appropriate to that organ’s 
function of touch, and especially 
valuable for the underground ac- 
tivities which these mammals carry 
on throughout their lives.

This has been 
almost completely lost in man. You 
know how few people are able to 
move their ears without moving the 
scalp, compared with the ease with 
which dogs and horses and rabbits 
cock and wiggle their ears. 

The muscles of the. snout are 
highly developed in still other ani- 
mals, perhaps reaching their peak 
in the elephant’s trunk, which 
serves this animal almost like a 
hand. 

The toothed whale has almost his 
entire facial muscle development 
lodged in the muscles around the 
blowhole. 

“It is as if nature had spared 
the facial musculature to build up 
an effective muscle apparatus for 
the control of the hlowhole, while 
the superficial facial muscles in 
the rest of the face, except the one 
about the eye, are rudimentary,” 
Dr. Huber stated. 

In spite of this differentiation 
and high degree of specialization. 
none of the other mammals, not 
even the great apes which come so 
close to man in the evolutionary 
scale, have the muscles of the face 
proper so highly differentiated and 
functionally perfected as man.

HERE is practically no facial 
expression in the new-born 
baby. Expression evolves very 
gradually. 

“As the young infant's conscious 
and intelligent reactions to the sur- 
rounding world increase, facial ex- 
pression becomes more manifold 
and more definit«.” he says. “There 
is remarkable progress during the 
first year, and the second and third 
years bring further elaboration. 

“Facial expression resulting from 
emotions remains unmasked 
through childhood. With increas- 
ing experience and under the in- 
fluence of education, the maturing 
individual learns to control spon- 
taneous facial expression, and thus 
succeeds to varied degrees in con- 
cealing emotions. As a result of 
this, reading the faces of adults 
becomes difficult.” 

It is this educational process. 
carried out most rigidly, that 
makes the face of a Chinese ap- 
pear so inscrutable to Westerners 
and so difficult to read. Actually, 
Dr. Huber found from his studies. 
the Chinese face is not entirely 
without emotional expression. but 
this is so slight that it is unnoticed. | 

As a matter of fact, the muscu- | 
lature of the Chinese face is struc- | 
turally somewhat different. also, | 
which probably increases the occi- 
dental’s difficulty in reading ex- 
pression on an Oriental face. Dr. 
Huber found that the structure of 
facial muscles differs markedly 
from race to race. He refers to the 
differences in the facial muscles of | 
Australians, Hawaiians, Chinese 
and Japanese, Negroes, whites, 
American Indians and Papua-Mela- 
nesians. In each rate, he points 
out, there are characteristic types 
of facial muscles. 

The importance of the nervous 
control of facial muscles, as well 
as of their structure, becomes ap- 
parent from Dr. Huber’s investiga- 
tions, and much light is thrown on 
the art of acting and pantomime 
The ordinary man can shape his 
lips into a smile, but if he does not 
feel like smiling, the result is the 
forced expression so often seen.
